CONTROL MEASURE FOR i 
POTATO BROWN ROT IS 
EVOLVED AT HASTINGS 

HASTINGS, Fla—An_ effective 
method of-controlling brown rot of 
white potatoss has been develop- 
ed at the laboratory bere of the 
Florida Agricultural Experiment | 
Station. Potatoes are being plant- 
ed this winter in a number, 
fields where the soil has bee) 
of the brown rot disease o 
Dr. A. H. Eddins, plant pathologist 
in charge of the laboratory, work- 
ed out the process. 

Brown rot is catised by\a bac- 
terial organism which cannot live 
in extremely acid lands. The 
method devised by Dr. Eddins !s to 
apply inoculated. sulphur to the 
land whén the potato “crop is re-) 
moved in the spring, thus inducing 
a high degree of acidity before the 
summer is over, For most of the 
potato lands around Hastings, al- 
ready somewhat acid, about 800) 
pounds per acre of inoculated sul-| 
phur has sufficed. Dr, Eddins says 


pH reading down to 4.00 or low- 
er for the bacteria to be killed, 
and the quantity of inoculated 
sulphur necessary will vary from 
soil to soll. 

‘Then in the fall, before potato 
Planting time, lime is added to the 
Soil to bring the reaction back’ up 
to.pH 5.00 or higher and restore 
Satisfactory conditions for pota- 
toes. Both 2,000 and 3,000 pounds 
per acre of agricultural limestone 
gave satisfactory results. Dr. 
Eddins explains that care should 
be exercised not to add enough lime 
to make the soil approximately 
neutral in reaction, since potato 
scab disease ‘gives trouble in such 
solis. 

The organism producing brown 
rót of potatoes also causes bac- 
terial wilt of tomatoes, eggplant, 
peppers, tobacco, okra and many 
other cultivated crops and wiid 
plants in Florida and other parts 
of the world. Estimates of losses 
caused in the Hastings potato 
belt during the last three years 
are $25:000, $50,000 and $117,000, 
respectively. 

Simplified methods for drtificial 
breeding of poultry, developed by 
poultry specialists of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, have pro- 
duced higher fertility than natural 
mating.

We have one hide changing 
hands five (5) times and only 
bringing 31c tax on a $6 finished 
article. Of course when we say 
one hide we mean so much of each 
kind, of hide as is necessary -to 
make this pair of shoes. So you 
see when you"bought a pair of $6 
shoes you would only be paying 31c 
to end depression and perpetuate 
the Townsend Plan.

because of the climate and close 
proximity to the north, Florida has 
more than other states according 
to population, Leesburg may have 
more than her share but you cer- 
taihly appreciate the fact that you 
have an old and inviting city, there- 
fore you cannot blame them for 
wanting.to remain there. “You 
must. also be aware of the fact 
that the'tax collected in the thick- 
ly populated manufacturing cen- 
ters would equalize your shortage 
(if any) as does the gasoline tax of 
south Florida over north Florida. 

Another point of considerable 
moment is this, you will agree that
